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PROGRESS OF WHITE --

HOUSE ALTERATIONS
Colonel Bingham Makes

Detailed Report of the
Various Changes.

MANSION ALL BUT REBUILT

Interior Remodeled and Modernized

Attic Made Habitable and Entire

Structure Repaired and Improved-So- me

Notable Changes Made.

GeLcral Gillespie, Chief of Engineers,
has received a report from Colonel Bing
ham, the engineer officer in charge of
the public buildings and grounds, in re
gard to the progress in the work in the
reconstruction of the While House and
the building of an office for the clerical
force of the President. Colonel Bing-

ham says in detail, as follows:
"The work In progress for making al-

terations in and additions to the Execu-

tive Mansion was continued, the follow-

ing being the work accomplished during
the month:

"West terrace (formerly substructure
of conservatory) Cement floors were
laid in all of the rooms under the ter-

race and all the partition walls lathed
and plastered with three coats. A pas-

sageway was formed for a private en-

trance to the new office building. A

large arch was taken out at the east
end and three large I beams put In its
place.

Changes in Basement.
"Basement floor The boiler pit was

completed, the boiler set in place, aud
the pipe connections made. The stew
ard's room was divided into three rooms
with stud and jnotal lath and plaster
partition. All the plaster throughout
the basement was repaired. Two arches
Tinder the south portico were walled up
with cut stone to form toilet rooms. The
ceiling at the east end of the corridor
was changed from a flat ceiling to one
with groined arches to correspond with
that ia the remainder of the corridor. The
doorway at the east end of tho corridor
tves enlarged. The new stairway lead-
ing from the small kitchen to the but-
ler's pantry on the first floor was parti-
tioned off. The work of connecting up
water and heating pipes was continued.

"East terrace (newj The foundations
for this terrace have been completed
and the stone base course laid. Excava-
tions have been made for a circular
driveway to lead from the east Executive
Avenue to the entrance to the terrace.
During the progress of this excavation a
terra cotta conduit containing the tele-
graph and telephone cables which con-

nect the mansion with the Treasury De-
partment ard the State, War and Navy
Departments was uncovered and it was
lowered and placed beneath the propos-
ed surface of the j)eTC "roadway, and a
new manhole built in place of the one
that had to be destroyed, the entire
work being done by the contractors
under the supervision of the lineman of
this office, without interruption to the
working of the lines.

Dining Room Beautified.
"First floor The plaster of paris

cornice and panel work and the ceilings
of the vestibule, main hall, state dining
room and private dinings room were
nearly completed and about half finished
in the cast room. The ceiling in the
private dining room has been changed
from a flat ceiling to a groined ceiling.
The two large ujndows Sn the west side
of the state dining room were shifted
and reconstructed so as to came directly
under the 'nindous in the becond story.
One of those windows was bricked up
and a large brick fireplace built against
it, A tile floor of white marble was laid
in the butler's pantry and a half storv
ceiling put up to form a china closet
in tne room. The four large chimnev
breasts In the east room were cut back
flush with the walls, and four new terra

, cotta flues put! in.The stone steps for
the large stairway leading from the
basement to the .first floor were set in
place and half of the stone steps of the
stairway leading from the first to the
second floor were set. The elevator shaft
was carried up to the required height
above the roof and work started to pre-
pare It to receive the elevator ma-
chinery. Two half stories were formed
near this elevator shaft to be' used as
linen closets.

Jsecond floor The floors of all the
rooms ana halls in what was the pri-
vate part of the "house Dave been lev-ti- ed

with the use of furring strips.
These were covered with fireproof dead-
ening felt, and on top of this a hard
wood floor was. laid.

Attic M2de Habitable.
"Attic floor The floors uf the now

rooms In the attic were leveled and new
top floors laid. AH the partition walls
were plastered. The heating, water,
and drain pipes were carried up to the
new rooms. Tho drain pipes from the
roof were overhauled and light shaftswere built through the roof to givelight to the bath rooms on the second
Coor.

J lie im,tUlat!on of tubes for theejecinc iigct wires and for a limitedbell and telephone system for the man-
sion has been in progress In connection
with the other worlc

"Greenhouses and conservatory The
work of tearing down the conservators'Is completed, and the rose house, grap-
ery, and fern house were also torn down
in connection with the remodeling or
the White House and the erection of
the new office building. All the old ma-
terial was hauled to the propagating
gardens south of the Washington Monu-
ment grounds, for use In the
houses there. Owing to the tearing
down of the conservatory and green-
houses, which necessitated the removal
of the planw therefrom to the grounds
the repotting of the plants wan not
commenced until the middle of August,
and this was continued during the
month, tne plants being arranccd in ihp
grounds temporarily until the houses
now under erection In the propagating
saiucua are compieiea, ana, until they
ore finished, the propagation of spring
flowering plants usually propagated at
this time of the year cannot be com-
menced. The White House greenhouses
ere to be rebuilt as far as possible with
the material from the. old greenhouses
In the White House grounds, which
were torn down In July and August.

Model Conservatories.
"They are to bo fic in number, 75 feet

long by 18 feet wide, each connected
wilha potting room and workroom 20
by 10 feet and with a cellar, In which

will bo placed the boilers for hcatlnc.
and one double house 170 feet long and I

2y lcct wiae. uiviacu by a brick and
glass partition, one side 20 feet wide
for roses and tho other side 9 feet wide
for a fern house. The work of
ing these houses was commenced on the
6th ultimo and has been continued to
date.

"The work or laying conduits for ca-
bles for six electric lights to be erected
in the propogating gardens south of the
monument was completed, and six brick
hand holes were built for conducting the
cables to the poles when erected.

"Building for offico of tho Presiden- t-Work for tho construction of this build
ing was continued durinc tho month.
The brick walls were finished and tho
tin roof corniced and balustrades nut un
and painted. The coal vault in front of
tho building was extended to give great-
er storage room. The metal range on
me partition between the rooms was
completed and the wall and partitions
on the first floor were given two coats
of rough plaster. The finishing coat of
white plaster was commenced. The
heating, water and drain pipes and elec
tric tubing were extended- - throughout
the building."

Foreign Trade.

SHIP TO VISIT MANY LANDS

Plans Fitting Dp Passenger Ship Ore-

gon, Selling Booths to Merchants Who

Have Goods to Offer Asia, Afiica, and

Other Countries.

The project of carrying a cargo of
American sample goeds In American
ships to all the principal ports of Asia,
Africa, Australia, the Philippines, and
Hawaii, is being advanced among the
leading manufacturers of the country by
5Ir. Alfred Rimmer. who has just come
to Washington on this mission.

5Ir. Rimmer is arranging for a test of
the practicability of such a plan with
the ocean-goin- g passenger steamer
Oregon. This vessel Is scheduled to sail
from Seattle, Wash., on November 15 for
a six months' tour, touching all the
countries named, making stops of from
one to ten days' at the leading seaports
in each, and giving the natives of all
these lands the opportunity of seeing
American machinery set up and In run-
ning order, as well as various manufac-
tured articles.

The trip is to bo undertaken under
the auspices of the Commercial Oriental
Expedition Company of Seattle, formed
to exploit American goods under the
most satisfactory conditions in foreign
markets not ;et open in any largo de-

gree to manufacturers here. The disad
vantages ct trying to open business re
lations with foreign firms, speaking sm-

other language and unaccustomed to
American goods, has in the past deterred
many firms from seeking to send their
surplus goods to distant lands.

TORAL STEEL

TO JUMP

Impossible to Obtain Rapid-

ity at Any Price.

ALL MATERIALS ADVANCING

Plays Havoc With Contracts Wages
Also Higher Master Builders Asso-

ciation and Workmen Consider' Situ-tio- n

The Local Effect.

The cost of building constructfon' has
materially increased in this city within!
the past eighteen menths. The per
centage of increase, it is said, will
Ehow that an additional expenditure of
not less than 23 per cent is required to
carry out the plans and specifications of
buildings now under, construction or
contracted for.

This is due to two causes, primarily.
First, It is the fact that the increase
in wages paid tho various artisans need-
ed in the erection of structures has ma-

terially increased tho outlay required.
Secondly, tho prices of building mate-
rials have advanced In some cases as
much as 30 per cent. The carpenters,
bricklayers, and masons have advanced
their scales. The rs and plas-
terers have arranged a new schedule of
wages with the contractors, and nearly
every other branch of labor has felt tho
rise to a greater or lc3S cxtenc within
the year. ,

Price of Structural Steel.
Structural steel for building purposes

has advanced considerably. Where two
or three years ago the price per pound
would hardly reach 1 cents in large
quantities. It has now jumped to close
in tho neighborhood of 3 cents. Even at
this figure, the demand for this class
of material so necessary in the modern
building is so far in exress of the sup
ply that orders have to be placed
months in advance in insure a reason-
able delivery of the material.

Nearly all other classes of material.
such as stone, brick, and the like, have
advanced in the sama ratio. The man-
ufacturers of the steel material are a
long way behind in their orders, anJ
the contractors who at the present time
are under bond to complete their con-
tracts within a specified time are be-
ginning to feel a trifle nervous over the
situation.

No short-tim- e orders will be accepted
by the big steel mill people at any prica,
for they assert they arc unable to cope
with the demand. The modern sky-
scraper is composed to a large extent
of steel, and In some cases the buildings
are practically at a standstill for want
of this most necessary product.

A Master Builder Talks.
The Master Builders' Association of

the District of Columbia has held sev
eral meetings of late to talk over this
situation. A prominent official of the
association said:

"Within the past year the price of
labor has adanced considerably, and .a
building1 which at that time could have
been erected at a cost of say $100,000
would at the present time require an
expenditure of not less than $135,000.
This, of course, is due chiefly to the in-

creased price of labor and material. All
classes of building material have ad
vanced in price, and since September 1
the laboring class have managed to In
crease their prices in proportion.

"It may be mentioned as a case in
pemr that the new Carnegie Library,
now nearly completed, felt this increase.
It I rrcollect correctly, tho original gift
amounted to $230,000, and after the plKns
had been drawn and the estimates,
worked out. It was found a further gift
of ?30,ijCO was necessary. This increase
in the cost was due wholly to the

in labor and building material. I
think every contractor and builder in
Washington has felt this advance and
has worried over It to some extent."

Small Profit on Building.'
At tho office of Richardson & Burgess,

the builders and contractors, Mr. Galla-

gher, the manager, said:
"AH classes of material and labor

have advanced vmaterially within the
past year. Contracts which were made
prior to this period, when fulfilled, usu-
ally leave the contractor with a very
small profit on his work. Even at the
present time tne builder has but a
margin to his credit when tie has com-plet-

Things are
down pretty closely, when it

vance of wages within the month. Tho
carpenters ami other trades have man-
aged to effect a corresponding Increase,
and naturally, with the present price of
steel, the cost of building will have ad-
vanced, I should say, at least 23 per
cent."

Hard to Get Orders Filled.
This Is the consensus of opinion in

Washington at the present time. It
Is agreed that within tho past two years
the cost of erecting a large fireproof
structure has .increased nearly 30 per
cent. It now requires some sit or eight
months to get a large steel order filled,
and the quarries that furnish stone arc
working avertimo. Even with these dis- - i

advantages, building or tne nigner orcier
is steadily on Increase, and thore i$
littlh diminution in the general activity
in this direction.

It was said yesterday that this gen-
eral Increase docs not fall, upon the
owner or projector of a new building,
but more properly upon the tenant who
pays the rent. Increased cost of con-

struction must necessarily mean an In-

creased rental, and In this manner the
situation equalizes itself, to a certain
extent, in the long run.

Two months ago Barnes was a chair
pu3her. employed by the Shlll Rolling
Chair Company, Atlantic City. Whi:o
there he received word that his undo
had died In London, leaving hint heir
to an estate valued at $130,000, but only,
on a certain condition. This condition,
according to thc copy of a section of
the will below, was that Barnes should
not marry a young woman ho had met
in Dublin, .Miss Mary Ellen Dougherty.

Agreed to Terms.t
Barnes agreed to the terms, and

shortly afterward left Atlantic City. He
went iirst to Philadelphia, and two
weeks ago came to Washington,- - where
ho remained some days. His avowed
purpose, was to ace the Miss Dougherty
In question, who was then living some-
where on E Street, he said. He hadnot given up all hope of arranging
i.jii,a. rie ien nere, saying he wa3goinff to Philadelphia. Thi3 was thalast heard of him until the report from
Trenton arrived yesterday.

The hospital authorities in that city
state that Barnes said he believed he
could recollect two men offering him a
drlak, and endeavoring to have him sign
certain papers, cf which he decs not re-
member the import.

Provision in Will.
His uncle's will, or at least that sec-

tion of It which refers to the proposed
marriage, reads as follows:

"To ray nephew, George W. Barnes. I
bequeath that portion of my Londrn
real estate known as the Barnes Build
ing, to take full possession on his thlj---

tletn birthday, January 16, 1903, if he
can then swear he is not the lawful
husband of Mary Ellen Dougherty, born
February 14, lS71r at Dublin, IrclanL
In the event of her death the sail
George W. Barnes shall then 6'e glveli
,full possession of the said Barnes
Building, with accrued moneys and
rents. '

"But in the event of the proof being
shown, on or before January 16, 1903,
that George W. Barnes has mads Mary
Ellen Dougherty his wife then I hereby
will the said George W. Barnes abso-
lutely nothing buf 500--"

The property consists mainly of real
estate In London, together with certain
securities of considerable value.
